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Class  History 


Two  years  ago  (only  yesterday,  it  seems),  one  of  the  greatest  rivalries  in  the  history  of  the  county  came  to  3  close 
with  many  misgivings  and  doubts;  for  then,  Fair  Grove  and  Pilot  were  consolidated.

The  banquet,  held  at  the 
Plantation  Supper  Club,  was  a  large  success.  As  midnight  approached,  a  few  of  us  were  getting  a  little  drowsy,  but  we 
were  snapped  out  of  our  spell  when  the  long -remembered  floor  show  began. Yes,  the  girls  swooned  over  the  ever-popular 
"Crash"  Craddock  and  the  boys  thrilled  to  the  astonishing  display  of  Turkish  dancing. 

Finally,  our  first  year  at  East  Davidson  came  to  a  close.
